een what we have been saying

fact of the situation is that Hungary lies wholly within the 


grip of the Red army., 


Neither .we nor our allies in 
the Atlantic alliance have the 
means to intervene and to 
challenge the Red army. This 
has left us do- 
ing two things 
— protesting 
and trying to 
arouse world 
opinion On the 
one hand, and 
on the other 
doing some- 
thing to bring 
aid and com- 
fort to the 
large and grow- 
ing mass of 
refugees who 
are fleeing into 
Austria. This, most of us 
would feel, is not nearly 
enough, and that besides words 
and charity the country should 
at least be preparing, even if it 
is too early to propose, a solu- 
tion of the underlying problem 
from which these horrors and 
agonies arise. 


Little Austria’s Big Help. 


The essence of the underly- 
ing problem is manifest in the 
plight of the refugees. Accord- 
ing to the latest figures avail- 
able, nearly 90,000 refugees 
have fled across the. border 
into Austria. 


Before they came there were 
already in Austria — a small 
country of about 7,000,000 in- 
habitants — 170,000 refugees 
from the world war. Austria 
does not have the buildings to 
house this mass of refurees, 
end as a makeshift the Austrian 
Government has closed all the 
schools in eastern Austria and 
most of those in Vienna. 

It is using all public build- 
ngs available and also 1 
cars. The temperature in 
tria is now about 8 
above zero. 

Obviously, Austria cannot 
carry the burden except on an 
emergency basis. Nearly 20,000 
of the refugees have found at

What Price Withdrawal? 


The sccond groposition, dem- 
onstrated negatively in Poland 
and positively in Hungary, is 
that the Red army will in fact 
be used ruthlessly against any 
East European government 
which threatens to move out- 
side of the strategic orbit of the 
Soviet Union. 

The crucial question is whe- 
ther terms can be offered to 
the Soviet Union which would 
bring about the withdrawal of 
the Red army from Eastern 
Europe. This withdrawal would 
carry with it not only the reuni- 
fication of Germany but also 
the national freedom of Poland, 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia. 

We do not know whether the 
Soviet Union today would agree 
to such a military withdrawal at 
any price. But we should be 
getting ready, it seems to me, 
to find.out whether there is a 
price which is tolerable, at

Last Sunday the Cardinal 
preached at three Warsaw 
churches, including St. John’s 
Cathedral.

peated at the Cardinal's visits to 
churches in the provinces. 

To a nation more than 90 per 
eent Roman Catholic the Cardi- 
nal appears a symbol of hope 
that the long years of division 
between Church and State—and 
factions within the church Itself 
—are ending. 

In his sermons the Cardinal 
expresses this hope by using a 
parable of family life: “If one 
member of the family is ill at 
ease then all the family suf- 
fers.” 

Imprisonment a Barrier. 

The Cardinal's three-year con- 
finement, which ended in Octo- 
ber, was itself the main barrier 
to normal Church-State rela- 
tions. Now a joint commission 
is examining other issues. The 
Church’s demand for freedom 
of religious education tops the 
list. 

Ranking churchmen are re- 
luctant to discuss these talks 
until concrete decisions are 
reached. 

But they have a public as- 
surance from the education min- 
ister, Wladyslaw Beinkowski, 
that the government intends to 
make a reality of the Polish 
constitution’s guarantee of free- 
dom of conscience—and that re- 
ligious education will be freely 
allowed ‘“‘while maintaining the 
principle of secular schools.” 

The precise meaning of this 
last statement is difficult to 
gauge. It could mean that 
priests will be allowed to visit 


schools and give instruction | 


where school authorities and 
parents request it. But this so 
far is supposition.

Sunday school. The church 
wants permission to hold Sun- 
day schools in parish rooms or 
the homes of church members. 
Church Interpretation. 

Church sources interpret 
Bienkowski's statement as 
meaning this will be granted. 
They think it unlikely the 
church in Poland will again be 
able to run its own grade 
schools, though it still has kin- 
dergartens, orphanages and the 
Catholic university at Lublin.

This was one of the 
differences which led to Car- 
dinal Wyszynski's arrest He 
contended that if church and 
state in Poland are separate 
entities, the state must not seek

BELIEVES CITIES 
HAVE PERMANENT 
JOBLESS CLASS 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. .30 
(UP)—The Chamber of Com- 
merce has raised the question 
of whether Philadelphia and 
other metropolNan centers are 
in the process of developing a 
sizable “permanent unemploved 
population.” 

Chamber economist Leonard 
A. Drake noted that relief rolls 
in Philadelphia are higher than 
during the so-called recession 
of 1954, despite the fact that 
business conditions generally 
are at a much higher level than 
at that time 

He pointed out that while 
help wanted ads have nearly 
faoubled since the fourth quar- 
ter of 1954, the number of Phil- 
eielphians on relief rolls has 
risen steadily at the same time. 

Drake said the first suspicion 
is that it is now easier to get 
relief 

“The truth of the matter.” he 
said. “seems to be that the de- 
mand for labor is more selective 
than in previous eras of gen- 
eral business prosperity.” 

Drake said stiff union wage 
rates and regulations, plus the 
minimum wage tended to up- 
grade hiring requirements and 
to encourage the installation of 
labor-saving machinery. Thus 
there are pages of want ads 
for technically skilled and pro- 
fessionally trained people. 

Drake said that while the big 
city seemed to be offering 
fewer employment opportunities 
for unskilled workers, it seemed

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (UP) 
—Minor League Czar George 
M. Trautman warned today 


that minor league baseball may 
be on the way out as a result 
of declining attendance 

Trautman urged Congress, as 
an “invaluable” step toward 
halting or reversing the decline 
in paid admissions, to exempt 
minor league baseball from the 
10 per cent federal admission 
tax 


“Continuation of the federal 
admissions tax is unfair and 
threatens the life of the minor 
leagues,” said Trautman in a 
statement to a House Ways and 
Means subcommittee 

The subcommittee is consid- 
ering appeals of various groups 
and industries for relief from 
Federal excise taxes 

Trautman attributed the de- 
cline in attendance to a number 


’ 


of factors. “including especia!- 
ly” television, He said paid ad- 
misions to minor league cames 
in 1956 dropped almost 60 per 
cent below the 1949 level. In 
the same period, he said, the 
number of minor leagues had 


dropped from 59 to 28 and the 
total of minor league clubs from 
448 to 213 

In 1955, Trautman said, only 
one club in five made a modest 
profit while the four others suf- 
fered losses
